Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  19&3. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  for  mid 
1963  stands  at  11,390. 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  births  during  the  year 
is  173,  that  is  86  males  and  87  females.  This  represents  a decrease  of 
3 on  the  previous  year's  figures  when  176  births  (85  males  and  87  females) 
were  registered.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year 
was  129  (67  males  and  62  females),  and  this  figure  shows  a decrease  (2) 
on  that  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  1+  still  birth  deaths  during 
the  year  (2  males  and  2 females). 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  23  and  deaths  from 
oancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchus  was  classed  as  being  responsible  for 
5 deaths,  an  increase  of  1+  on  the  previous  year's  figures. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  20. 9 for  England  and  Wales  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  Country, 

A total  of  12 1 A notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were 
recorded  (as  against  198  notifications  recorded  during  19^2),  made  up 
as  follows  Measles  13&,  Scarlet  Fever  3,  Pneumonia  1,  Tuberculosis 
Respiratory  2,  Tuberculosis  Other  1,  Tuberculosis  Meninges  1. 

These  notifications  apart,  the  occurrence  of  infectious 
diseases  was  relatively  minor,  but  happenings  in  other  parts  of  the 
Country  since  the  end  of  the  year  have  emphasized  the  great  need  for 
constant  vigilance.  The  inspection  of  food  handling  processes  and  the 
need  for  education  in  food  hygiene  are  of  paramount  importance. 

I have  once  again  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Morgan,  the 
County  Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practitioners, ’ the  Clerk 
of  the  Council,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  the 
other  Chief  Officers  for  their  support  and  assistance  and  to  the  staff 
of  the  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

The  primary  -industry  of  the  District  is  Dairy  Farming,  Milk 
is  taken  to  the  various  wholesale  dairies,  heat  treated  and  sent  out  to 
the  surrounding  towns.  In  addition  there  are  two  cheese  factories. 

In  the  north  of  the  area,  which  is  situated  on  the  carboniferous 
limestone  rock,  there  are  several  large  quarries  which  supply  lump  limestone 
for  road  making  and  sugar  beet  refining,  tarred  limestone  for  roads,  and 
limestone  dust  for  agriculture  and  industry. 

Large  deposits  of  sand  and  gravel  are  worked  for  the  supply  of 
concrete  aggregate  in  the  Midland  Towns. 

There  are  also  deposits  of  special  silica  sand  which  are  made 
into  very  high  temperature  furnace  linings  at  two  works  in  the  district. 

The  deposits  of  magnesium  limestone  are  attracting  firms  in 
the  Refractory  and  Metallurgical  industries. 

In  the  centre  of  the  district,  there  is  a tap®  mill,  and  a 
large  proportion  of  female  labour  finds  employment  in  adjacent  districts 
in  the  silk  and  nylon  industry.

TUBERCULOSIS 


During  1963,  four  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  2 Respiratory 
1 Other  and  1 Meninges.  There  were  two  deaths,  one  fro:i  Tuberculosis  Respiratory 
and  one  from  Tuberculosis  Other. 

B.C.G-.  VACCINATION 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by 
Chest  Physicians  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the 
other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  soheme  adminsitered 
by  the  Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact  with 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school 
children  of  the  age  of  13  y^ars  and  upwards.

It  gives  me  groat  pleasure  to  report  that  no  confirmed  case  of 
polipmyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  freedom  from 
infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue  to  bring  their  children 
for  immunisation. 
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IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  TOPPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 


Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  oomplaints 
is  available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  sane 
arrangements  remained  in  force  throughout  the  year.  Injections 
are  given  at  the  County  Council  Clinio,  or  by  the  General  Practitioners 
and  booster  doses  are  given  after  the  reoonnended  interval  has  elapsed. 


NATIONAL^  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  - SECTION  47 
NATIONAL  XsWSTMc¥TAIfflmffiW)rACT , 1951 


These  two  Acts  -^ve  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who  : 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  diseases,  or  being 
aged  and  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are 
living  in  insanitary  conditions  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  bther  persons  proper  core  and  attention. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under 
these  Acts  during  the  year. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  .^AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1962 


This  Act  received  the  Royal  Assent  in  19£>2,  and  enables 
local  authorities  and  voluntary  organisations,  working  in  partnership 
to  extend  arrangements  for  the  oare  of  elderly  people  and  in  particular 
to  provide  the  support  needed  to  enable  many  who  are  frail  or  handicapped 
to  continue  to  live  at  home. 

Authorities  are  now  able  to  help  voluntary  organisations  with 
the  meals  on  wheels  service  b£  making  available  premises,  vehicles, 
furniture  and  equipment,  in  addition  to  financial  contributions, 

Tha  Act  also  allows  local  authorities  to  provide,  either 
by  themselves  or  through  voluntary  organisations,  certain  recreation 
services. 
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FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  arguments  for  and  against  the  fluoridation  of  drinking 
water  continued  through  the  year. 

The  undoubted  advantages  from  a medical  point  of  view  of  adding 
a controlled  amount  of  sodium  fluorido  to  drinking  water  do  not  appear  to 
be  sufficiently  convincing  to  allay  the  suspicions  of  those  of  the  school 
of  thought  that  detrimental  effects  m.cy  occui'  and  that  in  any  case  the 
addition  to  the  public  supply  is  against  the  freedom  of  choice  of  the 
individual. 

The  food  additives  are  so  numerous  in  modem  production  and 
preparation  for  packaging  that  almost  the  whole  population  must  now  be 
taking  small  quantities  of  chemicals.  The  individual  has  of  course,  the 
opportunity  to  opt  out  of  this  dosage,  whereas  the  public  water  supply  is  essential 
to  most  people’s  needs,  but  the  choice  of  foodstuffs  to  individuals  wishing 
to  avoid  additives  must  be  considerably  restricted. 

Most  public  water  undertakings  add  a chemical  to  drinking  water 
in  the  form  of  chlorine,  and  no  one  would  now  argue  that  because  it  is  an 
addition  against  the  free  choice  of  the  individual  the  chlorination  of  water 
should  not  be  allowed.

is  manned  throughout  the  24  hours.  The  establishment  of  the  Ashbourne 
Ambulance  Station  is,  1 Superintendant,  1 Senior  Driver  and  5 Driver/Attendants.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

All  Bacteriological  Examinations  in  cohnection  with  milk  water, 
food  supplies  and  infectious  disease  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  (Medical  Research  Council)  121a  Osnaston  Road,  Derby,  (Telephone 
Derby  45597). 

Specimens  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  forwarded  direct  to 
the  Laboratory,  and  the  results  are  not  communicated  to  this  department 
except  when  a positive  result  leads  to  notification  under  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Regulations,

The  whole  of  the  water  supplies  of  the  District  have  been  taken  over 
by  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  with  the  exception  of  several  small 
private  estates  water  supplies,  i.e.  Tissington,  part  Sudbury  and  Norbuiy.

Public  Cleansing 


The  refuse  collection  service  provides  for  almost  all  the  houses  in 
the  District  except  isolated  farm  houses. 

In  these  cases,  the  refuse  is  pioked  up  if  the  householders  take 
their  bins  to  a convenient  plaoe  on  the  route  of  one  of  the  lorries. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  Ashbourne  TJ.D.C.  to  use 
Clifton  Tip  and  a Joint  Committee  has  b«w»i  a& b tqj  to  adnlniatis*  it. 

A Bristol  P.D.48  Europa  Shovel  was  purchased  in  July  and  is  now 
in  use  on  the  tip.  A great  improvement  has  taken  place  both  as  to  keeping 
down  fires  ^.nd  general  tidiness. 

At  the  present  time,  tips  are  being  used  at  Alsop  Moor,  Doveridge 
and  Somers al  Herbert,  but  the  bulk  of  the  material  is  brought  to  Clifton  which 
is  central  for  the  Whole  District, 


Sewage  Disposal 


The  following  is  a short  report  on  the  sewerage  circumstances  in  each 
village  of  reasonable  size  and  from  which  it  will  be  observed  that  there  are 
still  several  small  communities  where  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  still  requiring 
attention  to  prevent  pollution  of  streams  and  water  courses. 


Alkmonton 


Sowers  and  works  installed  when  Council  houses  were  built.  The 
sewer  was  extended  to  provide  facilities  for  the  adjacent  property,  most  of 
which  is  now  connected. 

Brails ford 

A new  works  was  constructed  in  1956,  designed  for  a population 
of  800,  but  laid  out  in  such  a manner  that  it  could  be  easily  enlarged.  Farm 
liquor  from  five  farms  is  dealt  with  at  the  works,  and  as  a result,  effluents 
below  standard  are  discharged  during  the  winter  months.  Under  the  terms  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1961  and  Public  Health  (Drainage  of  Trade  Premises)  Act, 
1937,  four  farms  have  preserved  their  right  to  continue  to  discharge  the  farm 
effluent  to  the  sewer,  and  this  has  been  accepted. 


Brailsford  Continued 


Fron  two  detached  portions  of  the  parish,  namely  Commonside  and 
Ednaston,  crude  and  partly  treated  sewage  is  being  discharged  to  the  brook 
course. 

It  has  therefore  been  decided  to  extend  tho  sewage  works  to  cater 
for  the  farms  and  the  above-mentioned  hamlets. 

Bentley  ( F enny ) » 

Sewers  and  a new  works  have  now  been  completed  and  are  in  operation. 


Bradboume. 

The  Council  houses  are  drained  to  a septic  tank  and  filter,  built 
at  the  same  time  as  the  houses.  The  remainder  of  the  village  is  drained 
to  septic  tanks  which  do  not  cause  any  nuisance, 

Bradley 

The  Council  houses  and  school,  drain  to  a septic  tank  and  filter, 
the  remainder  of  the  village  to  privately  owned  septic  tanks,  no  nuisance  is 
caused,

Bras sing ton 

The  system  of  sewers  and  a new  works  were  carried  out  in  1952. 

They  were  designed  to  cater  for  a DWF  of  27, 200  gallons  anl  it  is  estimated 
that  the  present  DWF  is  23,000  gallons,  A consistently  good  effluent  is 
maintained. 

Carsimgton  and  Hopton 

After  long  negotiations,  it  has  been  decided  to  install  a sewage  disposal 
works  for  Carsington  and  part  of  Hopton,  the  drainage  of  which  is  now  being 
discharged  crude  into  a stream. 

Negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  local  land  owner  about  a site 
and  wayl eaves. 

Clifton 

A commencement  has  been  made  with  the  scheme  to  sewer  the  villahe  and 
pump  the  sewage  into  the  adjoining  Ashbourne  U.D.C.  Sewage  Works,  but  this 
will  not  be  conplete  until  late  19 64. 

Cub ley 

A small  works  treats  the  sewage  from  the  Council’s  houses  and  the 
houses  adjacent.  The  remainder  of  the  village  is  scattered  and  could  not  be 
economically  sewered. 

Doveridge 

The  new  sewage  works  installed  in  i960  is  now  overloaded  due  to  the 
rapid  growth  of  the  village. 

A proposal  to  double  the  size  of  the  works  to  cope  with  the  anticipated 
future  development  of  the  village  is  now  being  considered. 

Edlaston  & Wyaaton 

The  hamlet  of  Wyaston  is  drained  by  means  of  septic  tanks,  the  overflow 
of  which  soaks  away  into  the  sand,  no  nuisance  is  caused.

Hartington  Town  Quarter 


A new  v/orks  v/as  installed  in  i960  and  the  greater  part  of  the  village 
re-sewered.  There  is  provision  in  the  design  of  the  works  for  a 10$  increase 
in  the  population. 

Hartington  Nether  Quarter  (Biggin) 

The  Council  have  considered  a scheme  of  sewerage  and  new  works  for 
this  village,  but  the  Engineers  cost  of  the  scheme  was  £31,500  and  it  was  therefor 
decided  to  defer  carrying  out  the  same. 

The  high  cost  iu  due  to  the  fact  that  all  excavation  would  be  in 
solid  limestone  rock.  At  the  present  time,  most  of  the  drainage  is  to  septic 

tanks  and  the  effluents  seep  into  the  crevices  of  the  rock. 

Hognaston 


The  new  disposal  works  at  Hognaston  are  now  operative  giving  full 
treatment  to  all  the  sewage.  The  difficulty  being  experienced  is  with  the 
storm  water  from  the  highways,  also  the  springs  which  are  connected  to  the 
sewer.  This  matter  is  receiving  attention. 

Hollington 

Most  of  the  village  sewers  discharge  untreated  into  field  ditches  and 
which  become  extremely  foul.  It  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to 
consider  re-sewering  the  village  and  providing  a disposal  v/orks. 

Hulland 


The  village  is  sewered  into  a small  septic  tank  and  the  overflow 
treated  on  the  land.  Whilst  no  complaints  have  been  received  to  date,  it 
will  in  due  course  be  necessary  to  provide  new  works. 

Hulland  Ward 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works  are  now  operative  and  a good  effluent 
is  being  obtained.  Building  development  is  taking  place  at  a considerable 
rate  in  the  village,  and  within  a few  years,  it  may  be  necessary  to  consider 
further  extensions. 

Kirk Ire ton 


The  new  works  at  Kirk  Ireton  has  settled  down  and  is  providing  a 
consistantly  good  effluent. 

Kniveton 

The  new  works  are  producing  a good  effluent.  This  should  be  improved 
when  liquor  from  a small  pig  farm  is  not  taken  into  the  sewers. 

Longford 

This  is  a very  scattered  village  with  no  real  centre  of  population. 

The  drainage  is  mostly  dealt  with  by  means  of  septic  tanks. 

Mappleton 

The  drainage  of  the  village  is  to  3 septic  tanks,  one  of  which  has 
recently  been  extended  to  provide  for  additional  housing  development. 

Mars ton  Montgomery 

The  new  works  were  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  ready  to 
receive  sewage.  This  should  result  in  the  cleaning  up  of  a number  of  farm 
ditches  etc. , where  crude  sewage  has  been  discharging  in  the  past. 
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Osmaston  and  Yeldersley 


A scheme  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  for  re-sewering  the  two  villages.  It  was  originally 
suggested  using  a disused  EX.H.A.F.  disposal  works,  but  this  was  turned 
down  by  the  Ministry. 

A proposal  to  pump  the  sewage  into  the  Ashbourne  U.D.C.  sewers  is 
before  the  Council,  but  has  not  been  finalised. 

Parwich 

The  village  was  resewered  in  1952/3  and  a new  disposal  works  provided. 
It  is  designed  for  a DWF  of  21,120  gallons  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  is 
still  a surplus  design  capacity  of  3,000  gallons. 

Shirley 

The  village  was  sewered  in  1$60  and  a disposal  works  provided. 

Of  the  7,500  gallons  DWF  capacity,  it  is  estimated  that  there  is  600  gallons 
still  available, 

Sudbury 

This  was  originally  a private  sewage  scheme  owned  by  the  owner  of  the 
Estate  and  was  taken  over  by  the  Council  in  1957. 

The  sewers  are  laid  to  modem  design,  but  the  works  consist  of  septic 
tanks  and  a filter. 

Whilst  a good  effluent  is  being  maintained,  the  present  works  will 
continue  to  be  used. 

Thorpe 

Due  to  ground  difficulties,  the  new  works  did  not  become  operative 
until  the  close  of  the  year.  Service  connections  are  still  being  made. 

Tissington 

The  village  is  wholly  owned  by  one  landlord  and  the  estate  provides 
all  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works. 

Yeaveley 


The  new  scheme  is  operative  and  has  resulted  in  a great  improvement 
in  the  brook  which  previously  received  nearly  all  of  the  sewage,  almost  untreated. 

It  has  been  possible  to  keep  out  the  farm  drainage,  and  this  has  considerably 
helped  in  the  quality  of  the  effluent. 

General 

It  will  be  observed  that  a number  of  parishes  are  omitted  from  the 
foregoing  list,  the  reason  being  that  there  is  not  a large  enough  concentration 
of  population  to  warrant  any  works  being  provided. 

Public  Health  (Drainage  of  Trade  Premises)  Act  1937  ard  Public  Health  Act.  19&1 

A survey  has  been  carried  out  of  all  the  farms  draining  into  the  Council's 
sewers  and  of  these,  only  30  have  applied  to  preserve  their  rights.  Further 
negotiations  are  taking  place  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  number  of  farms 
discharging  into  sewers  where  the  outfall  is  to  a sewage  works  will  not  exceed 
ten. 
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Public  Conveniences 


The  northern  part  of  the  District,  being  in  the  Peak  Park  area,  attracts 
a very  large  number  of  visitors  in  the  summer  months.  It  is  felt  that  there  is 
a great  need  for  public  conveniences  in  the  area. 

In  the  past,  the  provisions  of  adequate  means  of  sewage  disposal  has  been 
the  difficulty.  As  schemes  have  or  are  being  provided  in  the  villages  of 
Thorpe  and  Hartington,  the  Council  are  prooeeding  with  conveniences  in  these 
villages . 


Negotiations  ar'<  al.i  proceeding  to  provide  one  on  the  A50  Trunk  road 
at  Doveridge  in  conjunction  with  the  village  sports  ground. 


Moveable  Dwelling 


One  site  is  licensed  for  15  summer  cfcravans  and  other  sites  are  being 
negotiated,  A problem  which  the  Local  Authority  finds  difficulty  to  solve 
is  the  number  of  vans  staying  for  short  periods  on  sites  where  the  farmer  can 
olaim  permitted  use"  for  28  days  in  the  year.  There  appears  no  method  of 
checking  these  sites,  and  in  every  case,  no  sanitary  facilities  are  provided.

Improvement  Grant  3 

During  the  year,  the  Council  agreed  to  increase  the  maximum  allowed  under 
the  Dsicretionary  Grant  Scheme  from  £200  to  £300,  but  coupled  with  the  more  exacting 
conditions  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act,  1961  this  has  had  little  effect  on  the 
total  number  of  grant  applications  received. 

With  the  exception  of  the  larger  estates,  most  of  the  grants  go  to  owner 
occupied  houses. 

It  nay  be  of  interest  to  note  that  in  two  villages,  almost  every  house 
is  now  equipped  with  a bathroom,  hot  and  cold  water,  and  water  closets.

At  one  of  the  Knackers  Yards  in  the  district,  by  arrangenent,  only  dead 
carcases  are  received  and  cut  up  for  use  at  the  Hunt  Kennels  of  which  this  foras 
Part. 

The  second  Knackers  Yard  forms  part  of  a trout  farm,  and  by  arrangenent, 
condemned  neat  fron  the  slaughterhouses  and  parts  of  carcases  are  received  and  cut  up 
for  use.

A conaiderable  quantity  of  the  neat  produced  is  retailed  outside  the 
district  and  between  the  end  of  March,  when  the  Ministry  grant  was  discontinued  and  the 
1st  of  October,  when  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963  cane  into  operation,  the 
entire  cost  had  to  be  borne  by  the  local  ratepayers  who  derive  no  direct  advantage. 

The  quality  and  condition  of  beasts  slaughtered  is  still  inproving,  the 
nain  causes  for  condemnation  being  unsound  livers,  bruising  and  broken  bones,.  One 
slaughterhouse,  producing  neat  for  retail  outside  the  district,  received  "Casualty" 
beasts  and  this  increases  the  percentage  of  carcases  of  which  parts  were  condemned. 
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The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963  cane  into  operation  on  the 
1st  October,  1963.  The  Council  are  making  a charge  for  inspection  of  2/6d  per 
boast,  9d.  pci*  calf  or  pig  and  6 d.  per  sheep.  The  distances  travelled  and  the 
necessity  to  inspect  two  or  three  sheep  does  not  nalce  this  an  economical 
proposition  in  respect  of  four  of  the  slughterhouses. 

To  enable  the  above  inspections  to  be  nadc,  394  visits  ;wero  nade  to 
slaughterhouses.  Due  to  weekend  slaughtering,  many  of  these  visits  had  to  be 
nade  on  Saturday  afternoon  or  Sunday  morning. 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughtermen  in  the  district  is  now  11  and 
they  have  maintained  a good  standard  of  workmanship. 

I should  lilcs  to  express  appreciation  at  the  co-operation  received  from 
the  Ashbourne  Urban  District  Council  Public  Health  Inspector  in  carrying  out 
neat  inspection  cluties  in  the  rural  area  when  my  department  has  been  short 
staffed.  Inspections  were  nade  by  my  sbaf f at  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban 
area  as  a reciprocal  arrangement. 

PETROLEUM  INSTALLATIONS 

In  conjunction  with  the  Derbyshire  Fire  Service,  all  the  petroleum 
installations  have  been  surveyed  and  details  supplied  to  the  operators  showing 
where  the  installation  fell  below  the  present  standards. 

All  have  now  been  brought  up  to  standard  and  a system  instituted 
whereby  all  the  tanks  are  pressure  tested  each  five  years  and  an  annual 
report  given  on  the  condition  of  the  electrical  installation. 

There  are  new  47  installations  and  3 <-»an  Stores  to  which  63  visits 
where  made  in  the  past  year. 

FOOD  AMD  DRUGS  ACT  1955 
SAMPLING-  OF  FOOD 

The  duty  of  sampling  of  food  falls  upon  the  County  Council  and  I an 
indebted  to  Mr.  R.W,  Sutton,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.S.,  F.C.S.,  County  Analyst-,  for 
the  following  report  on  samples  taken  in  the  Rural  District 

" Thirty-one"  Food  and  Drug  samples  were  collected  in  this  area. 

Two  samples  of  Dehydratod  Brussell  Sprouts  (an  informal  sample 
followed  by  a formal  sample  from  the  sane  vendor)  conta.ined  sulphur  dioxide 
somewhat  in  excess  of  thaoaxiiuin  amount  permitted  in  the  Preservatives  in  Food 
Regulations,  1962.  This  was  dealt  with  by  Caution  Notice  to  the  packers. 

The  remainihg  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  i960 

6 premises  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  infested  with  rats. 

The  necessary  steps  to  ercadioate  the  infestations  were  carried  out  by  the 
Council  and  these  comprised  3 treaments  at  private  dwellings  and  one  at  the 
Parwich  Hospital.  Routine  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Council* s 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  Refuse  Tips.  In  addition,  the  sewerage  systems 
of  the  villages  of  Brailsford,  Brassington,  Hartington,  Parwich  and  Shirley 
wore  found  to  be  infested  and  the  necessary  treatments  wore  carried  out.
